
AMENDMENT TO HOUSE BILL 4691

AMENDMENT NO. ______. Amend House Bill 4691, AS AMENDED,

with reference to page and line numbers of House Amendment No.

1, on page 1, by replacing lines 8 through 15 with the

following:

"(625 ILCS 25/6) (from Ch. 95 1/2, par. 1106)

Sec. 6. Penalty.

(a) A first violation of this Act is a petty offense

punishable by a fine of $100.

(b) Except as provided in subsection (d) of this Section, a

person charged with a violation of Section 4 of this Act shall

not be convicted if the person produces in court satisfactory

evidence not more than $50 waived upon proof of possession of

an approved child restraint system, as defined under this Act,

and proof of completion of a Child Passenger Safety

Certification (CPSC) instructional course on the installation

of a child restraint system pursuant to Section 6a of this Act.
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The chief judge of each circuit may designate an officer of the

court to review the documentation demonstrating that a person

charged with a violation of Section 4 of this Act is in

possession of an approved child restraint system and has

completed a Child Passenger Safety Certification (CPSC)

instructional course.

(c) A second or subsequent violation of this Act is a petty

offense punishable by a fine of $500 not more than $100.

(d) Subsection (b) of this Section shall not apply in the

case of a second or subsequent violation of this Act.
